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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  North- 
Eastern  Area  for  the  Year  1954. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  separate  and  compartment  the  enactments  and  happenings  of  the  year  to  be 
reviewed  from  the  preceding  and  succeeding  periods.  In  practice  it  is  questionable  if  such  separation  is 
desirable  as  the  prospect  under  consideration  when  compared  with  earlier  eras  may  show  marked  change 
which  would  be  difficult  to  determine  in  its  relation  to  time  or  the  factors  which  had  the  greatest  bearing  on 
the  making  of  such  change.  The  measurement  of  progress  in  the  field  of  public  health  cannot  be  measured 
on  an  annual  basis  but  by  means  of  a  yearly  report  and  adding  this  as  a  chapter  in  the  history  of  local  pre¬ 
ventive  medicine  a  truer  picture  of  the  whole  is  revealed. 

A  demonstration  of  this  can  be  shewn  in  the  practical  elimination  of  diphtheria.  The  start  of  this  can 
be  timed  from  the  inception  of  immunisation,  some  fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago,  on  a  national  scale.  This 
area  has  been  completely  free  for  several  years  and  a  total  of  some  two  to  three  hundreds  represent  the  national 
total.  Statistics  show,  however,  that  for  future  protection  too  little  advantage  is  being  taken  of  this  free  life 
saving  service.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  reluctant  parent  depriving  the  child  of  so  proved  a  safeguard. 
Advances  on  similar  lines  have  been  made  to  protect  young  life  from  the  attacks  of  whooping  cough  :  a  disease 
which  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  dangerous  to  infant  life.  Vaccination  at  the  optimum  time  (readily 
ascertainable  at  the  Welfare  Clinic)  can  do  much  to  abort  or  lessen  the  severity  of  the  attack  at  an  age  when 
the  physical  resources  are  low.  As  much  cannot  be  said  for  the  other  common  infectious  illnesses,  measles 
and  scarlet  fever  where  no  adequate  vaccination  or  other  protection  has  been  devised.  Infantile  Paralysis, 
Acute  Poliomyelitis,  although  not  so  prevalent  in  the  County’s  Eastern  Area,  still  commands  attention 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  offer  a  prophylaxis  which  will  ensure  freedom  from 
the  results,  the  possibility  of  which  cause  so  much  dismay  in  the  minds  of  the  public.  It  has  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  by  no  means  all  who  are  attacked  by  this  virus  disease  suffer  from  paralysis  and  that  the  infection 
does  not  appear  to  be  communicable  to  all  persons.  Advances  in  the  control  of  infection  from  Tuberculosis 
would  appear  to  be  limited  but  the  mortality  from  this  disease  has  been  reduced.  The  total  on  the  register 
for  the  Pulmonary  Infection  shows  little  change  but  the  death  rate  for  adults  in  the  early  prime  of  life  has  been 
greatly  reduced.  Again,  it  seems  to  the  writer  that  there  has  been  a  great  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  non- 
pulmonary  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Very  gradually  there  has  been  complete  relaxation  in  the  control  of  Food  and  its  supply  —  a  reminder  of 
the  stringency  of  the  War  Period  —  and  it  can  now  be  considered  that  the  return  to  normal  living  as  it  is  under¬ 
stood  is  complete.  The  responsibility  for  the  examination  of  meat  from  the  slaughter  house  again  devolves 
on  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  and  the  whole  problem  of  district  supply  follows  in  great  measure  the  trend 
of  prewar  days.  This  may  be  a  temporary  arrangement,  said  to  be  at  variance  with  the  national  policy  of 
regional  abattoirs,  but  generally  and  in  the  less  populated  parts  the  private  slaughter  house  has  again  come 
into  its  own.  In  the  case  of  the  Town  of  Wellington  a  minor  form  of  abattoir  is  being  built  and  will  replace  all 
privately  owned  enterprises  in  that  town.  Prior  to  the  change  over  conferences  were  held  with  the  interested 
parties  and,  as  was  to  be  expected,  varying  views  were  expressed  on  the  methods  of  meeting  the  needs. 
However,  in  practice  it  has  been  found  that,  despite  that  courses  have  been  adopted  which  had  not  been 
envisaged  the  butchers  shops  are  well  supplied  and  the  customer  can  have  her  choice  at  a  price.  One  very 
definite  change  has  been  noted  —  the  high  degree  of  responsibility  which  falls  on  the  Sanitary  Officer  to 
maintain  constant  supervision  and  control. 

It  would  be  thought  that  with  the  great  publicity  given  to  the  need  for  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
hygiene  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  f  ood  results  would  show  improvement  both  in  the  limitation  of  definite 
infection  and  in  the  aesthetic  sphere.  This  has  not  been  so.  To  implement  this  deficiency  and  to  have  educa¬ 
tive  value  a  hand-book  on  clean  food  was  published  locally  and  had  a  wide  distribution.  A  larger  number  of 
cases  of  illness  attributable  to  food  were  brought  to  notice  that  in  recent  years  and  this  in  part  may  be  due 
to  an  awareness  of  those  concerned  with  the  treatment  of  persons  so  affected.  Still  there  is  a  time  lag  in  bring¬ 
ing  such  cases  to  notice  and  the  resultant  difficulty  in  discovering  immediately  the  causative  agent. 
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Milk  supplies  arc  constantly  under  review  and  important  changes  have  been  made  to  ensure  the  bringing 
to  the  consumer  a  product  of  the  highest  purity.  Such  changes  concern  not  only  the  producer  but  also  in  the 
medium  of  delivery.  The  Writer  has  a  growing  record  of  cases  where  tuberculosis  has  been  discovered  and 
eliminated  from  the  herds  but  it  would  seem  that  this  is  a  service  where,  by  application,  much  more  could  be 
done  to  the  point  where  the  area  might  be  considered  as  tubercle  free.  This  should  not  be  beyond  our  hope 
and  aim.  The  standard  of  co-operation  here  is  extensive  (some  consider  too  wide)  but  the  close  association 
of  the  Veterinary  Officer,  the  Laboratory  Technician,  the  County  Authority  and  the  District  Officers  should 
be  able  to  cope  with  this  problem. 

Housing,  which  for  some  years,  has  become  a  science  apart,  has  progressed  and  as  was  said  in  the  Report 
for  1953  the  demands  for  homes  have  neither  been  so  urgent  or  insistent.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  has 
issued  directives  for  the  removal  of  old  properties  by  slum  clearance  procedure  ;  very  similar  in  method  to 
that  used  subsequent  to  1936  and  disturbed  by  the  War.  Almost  simultaneously  orders  have  been  given  to, 
wherever  possible,  save  homes  by  the  grants  of  aid  to  develop  these  where  timely  intervention  will  ensure  a 
prescribed  period  of  use.  It  is  difficult  to  draw  a  line  between  such  means  of  procedure  in  many  cases  but  in 
certain  areas  great  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  improvement  scheme.  This  aid  should  be  regarded  as 
divorced  from  any  means  test  and,  taking  the  long  view  the  authority  will  benefit  finally  from  the  preservation 
of  such  homes  as  can  be  reasonably  treated.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  rehousing  of  families  from  poorer 
properties  and  such  temporary  livings  as  in  hutments  has  had  the  beneficial  effect  of  bringing  such  families  to 
a  standard  which  had  not  been  expected.  This  may  have  some  bearing,  and  in  certain  quarters  it  is  already 
considered  so,  on  such  families  which  are  often  designated  problem  cases. 

The  care  of  the  aged  is  provided  for  locally  on  a  wider  scale  than  by  purely  Council  Interest.  Schemes 
have  been  explored  and  in  some  cases  completed  to  establish  homes  and  groups  ot  dwellings  designed  specially 
for  old  people  and  much  thought  has  been  given  to  providing  both  material  and  confort  to  the  mind.  In  most 
areas  a  close  register  is  kept  of  all  persons  coming  within  this  group  and  a  useful  knowledge  of  those  who  are 
less  well  able  to  fend  for  themselves  is  at  hand.  In  studying  longevity  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  increased 
expectation  of  life  has  manifested  itself  up  to  the  age  of  around  sixty-five  years  but  the  change  is  much  less  at 
greater  ages.  With  the  changing  grouping  of  mortality  rates  there  is  to  be  noted  the  associated  changes  in  the 
cause  of  death  —  particularly  in  relation  to  the  increased  frequency  of  cancer  and  heart  disease  as  a  terminal 
illness. 

Closely  associated  with  the  committee  work  of  the  Councils  is  that  for  the  protection  of  the  public  on  the 
highways.  The  dangers  and  risks  to  the  pedestrian  have  been  widely  proclaimed  and  much  good  work  has  been 
done  to  minimise  the  accident  and  death  rate  and  to  inculcate  in  these  persons  a  conciousness  of  today’s 
conditions  on  the  highways.  Where  to  the  Writer  a  similar  service  is  required  and  one  which  would  seem  to 
run  hand  in  hand  with  the  foregoing  is  for  the  protection  and  education  of  the  people  in  their  homes.  The  toll 
of  accidents  and  fatalities  in  homes  is  large  and,  without  drawing  comparisons,  ranks  closely  with  the  dangers 
of  the  outdoor  life.  It  seems  that  the  two  have  much  in  common  and  should  be  able  to  form  the  basis  for 
joined  interests. 

It  has  already  been  said  that  for  health  education  purposes  a  clean  food  handbook  has  been  distributed 
in  the  area.  This  forms  part  of  a  plan  for  general  health  education  from  which  something  is  hoped  for  in  the 
teaching  of  the  people.  This  field,  much  under  consideration  at  this  time,  has  a  wide  scope  and,  in  association 
with  the  County  Health  Authority,  other  means  of  dissemination  of  health  understanding  will  be  put  into 
practice  from  time  to  time. 

Before  closing  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  Colleagues,  the  Sanitary  Officers,  for  their  services 
in  the  course  of  the  Year.  In  many  instances  the  Authorities  have  made  changes  to  bring  the  health  depart¬ 
ments  up  to  a  standard  able  to  deal  with  the  capacity  of  their  problems,  but  a  minority  still  are  understaffed 
and  the  work  suffers.  Health  protection  and  social  hygiene  requires  an  allround  practice  and  it  is  regrettable 
when  attention  to  some  branches  of  the  service  has  to  be  disregarded.

Mr  Adams,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Labour  troubles,  together  with  an  unreliable  vehicle,  caused  some  considerable  disorganisation  during 
the  latter  months  of  the  year,  and  up  to  the  year  end.  However,  with  some  reorganisation  of  duties  it  was 
possible  to  economise  on  labour  strength  and  financially.  Unfortunately,  during  this  period  much  of  my  time 
was  spent  answering  complaints  regarding  refuse  collection. 

A  new  tipping  site  was  opened  during  the  year.  This  is  situated  in  a  far  better  position  than  the  previous 
tip  and  apart  from  one  fire  caused  by  children,  little  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION 

This  service  was  maintained  on  a  weekly  basis  and  apart  from  slight  mechanical  trouble  during  the 
year  no  great  difficulty  was  experienced  apart  from  the  periods  of  intense  cold,  when  it  is  not  possible  to  cope 
with  the  delays  inevitably  caused.  Slight  reorganisation  again  enabled  the  Council  to  effect  some  financial 
saving. 

CLOSET  CONVERSION 

The  slow  pace  of  closet  conversion  became  even  slower  during  the  year  as  only  12  people  took  advantage 
of  the  Council’s  scheme  to  give  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  converting.  It  does  seem  that  the  majority  of 
people  are  not  greatly  interested  in  having  water  closets  and  prefer  to  carry  on  with  antiquated  facilities. 
The  report  of  the  1951  census  recently  published  emphasises  how  low  the  percentage  of  water  closets  is  in  the 
district.  ' 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Administrative  delays  by  the  Ministry  made  it  impossible  to  commence  work  on  Part  II  of  the  Council's 
scheme  during  the  year. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

The  normal  system  of  operation  under  the  Joint  Pests  Scheme  continued  in  existence  during  the  year. 
The  sewers  were  treated  twice  and  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  at  Council  owned  premises. 
Very  few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  which,  I  think,  is  very  satisfactory  for  an  area  of  this 
nature,  and  credit  must  be  given  to  Mr.  Thomas,  the  operative,  for  this  state  of  affairs. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

No  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  water  supply  during  the  year,  and  any  minor  difficulties  were  soon 
overcome. 


HOUSING 


The  solving  of  the  housing  problem  in  this  area  would  alleviate  many  other  difficulties  encountered. 
Quite  often  the  only  real  solution  to  tenants’  complaints  would  be  demolition  of  the  houses  in  question  bui, 
until  the  Council  allocate  a  definite  percentage  or  number  of  new  houses  to  slum  clearance,  it  is  not  possible 
to  formulate  a  plan  of  action.  The  practice  of  making  demolition  orders  on  houses  after  the  tenants  have 
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been  allocated  Council  houses  is  not  really  sound,  as  due  to  legal  delays  which  could  occur,  it  would  be 
possible  for  the  houses  to  become  reoccupied  and  furthermore  it  will,  eventually,  lead  to  the  district  con¬ 
taining  derelict  shells  of  houses  which  will  be  of  no  use  and  certainly  will  not  be  ornamental. 

No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  under  the  Housing  Act,  1954,  were  received,  and  it  does 
seem  that  little  advantage  of  the  rent  increase  provisions  has  been  taken  by  property  owners  in  this  area. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

This  year  saw  the  recommencement  of  private  slaughtering  in  this  area.  After  the  intial  shock  caused 
by  the  Ministry’s  proposals,  the  Council  agreed  to  licence  two  new  slaughterhouses,  making  a  total  of  four. 
The  amount  of  killing  subsequently  undertaken  did  not  justify  the  number  licensed  and  it  does  seem  that 
apart  from  a  few  pigs  the  trade  still  prefer  to  buy  their  meat  in  the  larger  markets. 

Not  a  great  deal  of  time  is  available  for  the  inspection  of  foodshops,  but  although  structurally  the 
premises  may  be  sound  many  minor  instances  of  contamination  can  be  observed  in  shops.  It  does  seem  that 
as  has  been  said  many  times  the  housewife  could  easily  raise  the  standard  of  food  handling  if  she  would 
only  refuse  food  which  has  been  mishandled,  after  all,  she  would  not  go  and  buy  a  new  frock  it  is  was  dirty, 
so  why  food  ?

MILK  AND  ICE  CREAM  SAMPLING 

The  number  of  ice  cream  samples  is  less  this  year  due  to  the  number  of  popular  brands  now  on  sale, 
which  invariably  produce  Grade  1  results,  not  being  sampled.  All  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Blewshill 
Creamery,  a  local  manufacturer  who  had  Grade  I  results  from  every  sample  taken. 


SCHOOLS 

No  change  in  the  standard  of  schools  occurred  during  the  year.  Malinslee  Institute  School  which  up 
to  the  year  end  still  had  pan  closets  had  not  had  any  improvements  carried  out  to  the  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion. 


PUBLIC  HOUSES 

The  standard  of  public  houses  rises  annually,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  nearly  all  landlords  using  a 
sterilising  agent  on  their  glasses.  One  or  two  points  still  remain  outstanding  at  certain  houses,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  these  will  be  cleared  up  during  the  current  year. 
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CARAVANS,  ETC. 

The  number  of  caravans  licensed  dropped  during  the  year  due  to  the  Council’s  policy  of  refusing  to 
licence  double  decker  buses. 

Two  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year  against  the  occupants  of  such  dwellings,  but  the  daily 
penalty  imposed  by  the  bench  was  not  sufficient  to  prevent  their  continued  occupation. 

GENERAL 

This  report  should  not  close  without  some  reference  being  made  to  the  work  carried  out  in  the  office 
by  Mr.  J.  Millward,  who  continued  to  carry  out  the  clerical  duties  which  enable  the  office  to  run  smoothly 
and  also  assisted  in  carrying  out  some  of  the  outdoor  duties.

HOUSING 

Again  housing  is  our  major  health  service  and  is  still  a  problem  in  the  district.  There  are  some  270 
applications  for  Council  Houses  still. 

Twenty-two  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  17  by  the  Council  and  five  others  by  private 
bodies. 

With  the  revision  of  housing  legislation,  it  will  mean  that  a  complete  survey  of  the  district  will  have  to 
be  carried  out.  This  is  going  to  be  a  difficult  problem  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  My  Council  did  advertise 
for  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  no  applications  were  received. 

Additional  staff  in  a  small  district  often  means  a  rate  increase,  and  this  is  a  deterrent,  but  I  think  it  is  a 
reasonable  inrease  when  one  realizes  that  the  housing  of  the  population  in  decent  homes  and  surroundings 
is  a  great  public  responsibility. 

Regarding  the  maintenance  of  living  accommodation  in  the  district,  it  would  appear  that  the  council 
house  tenant  is  better  looked  after  than  the  tenants  of  other  houses,  as  repairs  and  external  decorations  are 
done  when  necessary,  but  other  tenants  are  not  so  fortunately  placed,  they  do  not  know  when  their  houses 
are  going  to  be  repaired,  improved  or  demolished.  I  think  that  property  owners  who  cannot  afford  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  improvements  to  bring  their  property  up  to  a  decent  standard  of  fitness,  should  approach 
the  Local  Authority  with  a  view,  if  suitable,  to  have  them  purchased  and  improved. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

With  the  de-control  of  meat  this  year,  a  Slaughterhouse  was  re-opened  in  the  district,  and  during  the 
six  months  left  in  the  year,  some  2,322  carcases  were  inspected.  One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  has  been 
maintained  since  the  slaughterhouse  was  opened,  this  puts  a  heavy  burden  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
all  his  other  duties,  and  here  again  is  a  need  for  assistance. 

In  the  table  set  out  in  the  report  in  relation  to  Meat  Inspection,  the  various  percentages  of  disease  are 
given.  During  the  last  half  year,  two  carcases  were  totally  condemned  with  advanced  tuberculosis  and  the 
percentage  of  Cattle  (excluding  cows)  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  6-25%,  the  percentage  of  cows  affected 
with  tuberculosis  was  11-11  %  and  pigs  showed  a  percentage  of  F58%.  Disease  other  than  tuberculosis 
were  Cattle  (excluding  cows)  16-11%,  Cows  33-33%,  Calves  13-33%,  Sheep  and  Lambs  8-12%  and  Pigs 
8-51  %.  From  the  above  analysis  of  meat  inspection,  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  a  complete  inspection  is  necessary. 

FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  to  all  Food  premises  in  the  area,  although  less  time  has  been  given 
to  this  work  this  year  than  any  other,  as  so  much  time  has  to  be  spent  at  the  Slaughterhouse. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  new  Food  Bye-laws,  any  departure  from  bye-law  standards 
is  met  by  verbal  warning. 
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PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Inspections  of  Licensed  Premises  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  the  main,  they  were  all  in 
a  good  sanitary  condition,  and  in  many  cases  structural  repairs  have  been  carried  out  and  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  improved. 

ICE  CREAM 

Sampling  and  inspection  of  retailers  premises  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  Five  samples  were 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  all  were  returned  as  Grade  1.

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

MILK 

No  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year. 

WATER 

A  satisfactory  supply  of  drinking  water  is  maintained  in  the  district,  samples  are  taken  every  month, 
with  satisfactory  results. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Twenty-four  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year. 

The  effluent  from  the  outfall  is  sampled  from  time  to  time,  four  adverse  samples  having  been  received 
this  year.  The  results  of  these  samples  are  in  dispute,  due  to  the  time  taken  in  transit. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  continues  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A  weekly  collection 
being  operated  throughout  the  year.  Disposal,  is  controlled  tipping.  A  new  site  has  been  acquired  and  will 
probably  serve  for  about  five  years. 

Periodical  spraying  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  to  prevent  fly  nuisance. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  VERMIN  CONTROL 

Some  150  visits  and  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  52  premises  were  treated  with  an 
estimated  kill  of  147  rats.  All  Council  owned  property  was  treated  when  found  necessary,  this  included 
the  main  sewerage  system.

The  Home  Help  Service  dealing  with  any 
cases  which  arose. 

FACTORIES 

Inspections  are  carried  out  whenever  time  permits,  and  any  defects  found  have  been  dealt  with  by  verbal 
notice.

Mr.  Bryan,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  operated  satisfactorily  and  the  tip  has  been  surveyed  regularly  and 
efficiently  treated  for  rats. 

SALVAGE 

The  accumulated  stock  of  material  was  disposed  of  early  in  the  year  and  a  limited  collection  of  waste 
paper  and  cardboard  has  been  operating  for  shops  and  business  premises  only. 

At  the  present  prices  for  materials  this  service  is  being  operated  at  a  loss. 

DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

This  service  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the  N.E.  Salop  Joint  Pest  Control  Committee 
and  surveys  are  made  in  the  District  as  required. 

The  Sewage  Outfall  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Salvage  Depot  and  Waterworks  Pumping  Station  also  receive 
attention  as  necessary. 

Council  Undertakings 
Sewers 

Two  inspections  and  treatments  were  given  and  a  few  minor  infestations  were  found. 


WATER 

An  adequate  supply  has  been  maintained  and  bacteriological  analysis  shows  that  the  quality  is  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  storage  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  only  1 52,000  gallons  which  is  now  only  sufficient  tor  three-quarters 
of  a  day’s  supply. 

With  the  increasing  demand  of  industry  and  the  additional  houses  which  are  being  erected  the  question 
of  increased  storage  should  be  given  early  consideration. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

A  scheme  for  modernisation  of  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  under  consideration  since 
1950,  and  it  is  noted  that  permission  has  now  been  granted  to  advertise  for  Tenders. 

The  existing  works  are  overloaded  and  have  been  maintained  under  increasing  difficulties  for  many  years. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Scheme  will  be  put  in  hand  during  the  ensuing  year. 
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HOUSING 

The  extension  of  the  Long  Meadow  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  with  the  erection  of  40  new 
dwellings,  including  six  bungalows  for  old  people. 

Instructions  were  also  given  respecting  the  development  of  a  site  on  Vineyard  Road  for  35  dwellings. 
The  number  of  persons  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  180. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

Two  houses  have  been  demolished  and  five  houses  repaired  or  reconditioned. 

Progress  in  reconditioning  of  the  older  houses  is  slow,  particularly  in  the  case  of  houses  with  a  small 
rental  of  up  to  8/-  per  week  inclusive  of  rates. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  building  no  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  on  this  class  of  property  since 
1939  or  before,  therefore  no  increase  in  rents  can  be  made. 

Many  of  these  houses  are  occupied  by  good  tenants  who  carry  out  minor  repairs  and  improvements 
for  their  own  comfort. 

The  main  defects  with  this  class  of  house  are  dampness,  defective  roofs  and  windows.  The  majority 
of  these  houses  have  only  two  bedrooms  and  no  bathrooms  or  inside  sanitation. 

It  would  appear  desirable  for  the  Council  to  give  consideration  to  the  purchase  of  some  of  this  class 
of  property,  with  a  view  to  carrying  out  of  repairs  and  improvements. 

No  applications  for  improvement  grants  have  been  received. 

Slum  Clearance 

Thirteen  houses  in  Audley  Road  were  included  in  a  Clearance  Order  in  1936,  some  of  which  are  occupied 
under  licence. 

A  survey  is  being  carried  out  of  other  properties  in  the  District. 

HOUSING  ESTATES 

Recent  extensions  have  brought  the  total  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  to  361. 

These  are  periodically  inspected  and  in  general  it  is  found  that  the  tenants  keep  their  houses  in  a  very 
clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

Improvements  are  being  carried  out  to  38  houses  in  Broomfield  Road  by  taking  out  the  coal  fire  washing 
boilers  and  replacing  with  gas  boilers  also  by  providing  Belfast  sinks  to  replace  old  brown  glazed  sinks. 
Maintenance  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  is  well  in  hand. 

CARAVANS 

There  are  14  caravans  in  the  district,  eight  of  which  are  on  one  site. 

The  Council’s  policy  has  been  to  licence  each  van  instead  of  the  site  in  the  hope  that  as  the  housing 
situation  improves  these  dwellings  may  be  removed. 

All  caravans  are  periodically  inspected  and  conditions  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

ICE  CREAM 

Routine  inspections  of  retailers  premises  have  been  carried  out  and  80  samples  have  been  taken  with  the 
following  results  :  75  Grade  1,  four  Grade  2  and  one  Grade  3,  which  is  considered  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 
There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  District. 

FOOD  PREMISES 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  is  good.  It  has  been  necessary  to  serve  three 
notices  requiring  internal  decoration  and  these  received  prompt  attention. 

The  General  Market  has  been  redecorated  and  stallholders  have  been  required  to  provide  screens  for  stalls 
of  cakes  and  cooked  meats. 

Any  contravention  of  the  Bye-laws  has  received  attention. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  Central  Slaughterhouse  closed  on  June  30th,  on  the  expiration  of  meat  rationing,  and  it  is  regretted 
that  efforts  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  butchers  to  continue  the  use  of  these  premises  failed. 

Three  private  slaughterhouses  are  now  licenced,  two  of  which  are  used  for  slaughtering  of  pigs  only. 
All  carcases  are  examined  on  completion  of  slaughtering. 

The  remainder  of  the  Butchers  obtain  their  meat  from  the  Wholesalers.

Mr.  Addison,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

During  the  year  we  have  given  particular  attention  to  securing  improvements  in  food  premises.  Several 
establishments  have  undertaken  to  make  a  complete  re-arrangement  of  their  food  premises.  Generally 
speaking,  the  trade  is  alive  to  the  necessity  for  these  improvements  and  is  willing  to  co-operate. 

The  manner  in  which  bread  is  delivered  has  engaged  our  attention,  and  those  concerned  have  been  asked 
to  ensure  that  it  is  delivered  in  a  hygienic  manner  with  the  minimum  of  handling.  This  is  one  matter  in  which 
the  public  can  be  of  great  assistance  :  in  fact,  they  can  probably  be  more  effective  than  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
It  was  with  this  in  mind  that  the  Clean  Food  Handbook  was  produced.  This  handbook  was  paid  for  by 
advertisements  and  distributed  free  to  householders  in  the  town.  It  dealt  with  the  “  do’s  ”  and  “  don’ts  ” 
of  food  handling  and  the  things  to  look  out  for  wherever  food  is  being  handled. 

The  book  has  been  well  received  on  the  whole,  but  the  trouble  with  this  sort  of  thing  is  that  people  always 
apply  it  to  the  other  chap  first.  The  housewife  is  critical  of  her  grocer,  but  does  not  improve  her  own  kitchen, 
and  the  baker  is  critical  about  his  customers,  but  continues  to  allow  the  cat  to  roam  freely  in  the  bakehouse. 
However,  this  can  be  helpful,  because  the  shopping  public  can  demand  clean  food  just  as  forcibly  as  can  the 
Sanitary  Inspector- — and  there  are  more  shoppers  than  there  are  Sanitary  Inspectors.  One  might  say  that 
the  housewife  cannot  go  behind  the  scenes  and  that  she  can  only  complain  about  the  things  she  sees  in  the  shop, 
but  I  can  tell  you  that  the  shop  is  a  good  indication  of  what  the  back  premises  are  like.  If  the  hygiene  in  the 
shop  is  good,  then  the  back  premises  will  be  at  least  reasonable,  but  if  the  shop  is  poor  the  back  premises  will 
be  very  poor.  Unhygienic  premises  are  usually  kept  by  a  person  who  does  not  understand  why  they  should 
be  otherwise.  This  is  where  the  Sanitary  Inspector  comes  in,  and  where  the  Shopping  Public  come  in  even 
more.  There  is  no  better  way  of  teaching  a  man  than  through  his  pocket,  and,  if  he  discovers  only  too  clearly 
that  bad  hygiene  is  bad  business,  then  he  will  be  converted  in  no  time. 

The  shops  in  Wellington,  generally  speaking,  have  a  reasonably  high  standard.  You  would  probably 
find  it  difficult  to  find  a  shop  where  food  displayed  on  the  counter  is  not  protected  by  screens  of  one  sort  or 
another,  but  there  is  room  for  a  tremendous  improvement  in  many  directions,  for  example  in  the  use  of  cake 
tongs  and  the  handling  of  cooked  meats. 

OPERATION  OF  THE  FOOD  BYE-LAWS 

No  statutory  action  was  necessary  under  these  bye-laws  during  the  year.  As  far  as  possible  they  have  been 
applied  to  food  premises  in  the  district  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  screening  of  displayed  food  to  protect 
it  from  contamination  from  customers. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Under  this  heading  should  be  included  the  Clean  Food  Handbook  already  mentioned  in  “  Food  Hygiene 
several  food  hygiene  lectures  to  schools  ;  circular  letters  to  various  food  trades,  and,  perhaps  most  important, 
individual  discussions  with  the  actual  food  handlers.  More  and  more  must  be  done  in  this  field. 
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LICENSED  PREMISES 

All  Licensed  Premises  in  the  district  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the  year.  Considerable  success 
has  rewarded  our  efforts  to  ensure  that  all  Licensed  Premises  use  an  effective  steriliser  when  glasses  are  being 
washed,  and  that  all  licensees  realise  the  necessity  for  the  use  of  steriliser. 

Apart  from  three  or  four  houses  in  the  district  where  extensive  improvements  are  envisaged,  and  the 
owners  are  also  anxious  to  carry  them  out,  the  bulk  of  my  Report  on  Licensed  Premises  was  taken  up  by  minor 
items  ot  disrepair,  few  of  which  in  themselves  constitute  a  real  health  hazard,  but  which,  nevertheless,  require 
attention. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

Of  the  56  samples  of  milk  sent  tor  Bacteriological  Examination,  45  were  of  pasteurised  milk,  and  1 1  were 
raw  milk.  Every  sample  submitted  was  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  Of  the  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk 
three  failed  the  phosphatase  test.  These  were  from  the  same  dairy  outside  the  district,  which  has  since  had  a 
new  plant  installed,  and  subsequent  samples  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  only  two  sources  of 
supply  of  raw  milk  in  the  district.  Negative  results  were  obtained  from  samples  submitted  regularly  for 
Biological  Examination. 

ICE  CREAM 

In  this  district  there  are  two  manufacturers  and  50  retailers.  Of  the  retailers  10  sell  loose  ice  cream.  In 
all,  55  samples  were  taken  ;  22  of  them  were  of  loose  ice  cream.  Trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  case  of 
one  retailer  with  ice  cream  obtained  by  him  from  outside  the  district.  The  matter  is  being  investigated  with 
the  full  co-operation  of  the  retailer  and  the  other  Public  Health  Department  concerned.  No  other  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  and  every  sample  taken  from  other  retailers  in  the  district  has  fallen  into  Grade  1. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Regular  sampling  has  been  carried  out  both  before  and  after  chlorination.  The  samples  taken  from  the 
Wrekin  Supply  before  chlorination  have  been  very  variable,  but  after  chlorination,  highly  satisfactory.  A 
regular  check  has  been  kept  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  that  there  is  a  chlorine  content  in  the  water  as  it 
reaches  the  town. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  that,  in  order  to  try  to  improve  the  Wrekin  Supply,  the 
East  Shropshire  Water  Board,  through  their  Consulting  Engineers,  are  now  investigating  the  question  of 
additional  filtration  facilities  at  the  Wrekin  Reservoir,  but  that  no  Report  has  yet  been  received  and  therefore, 
no  decision  made. 

No  shortage  of  water  occurred  during  the  year  owing  to  the  abnormal  rainy  weather.  Although  the 
materials  for  the  new  rising  main  have  been  on  order  for  some  time,  these  have  still  not  been  received. 

The  laying  of  the  new  main  over  the  Wrekin  Course  made  it  possible  for  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
well  supplies  to  be  eliminated  and,  in  addition,  some  other  wells  have  been  discontinued  or  supplanted,  so 
that  now  only  one  private  well  remains  in  use  in  the  district. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Permission  has  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  for  the  construction,  by  the  Wellington  Markets 
Company,  of  a  new  private  slaughterhouse  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  area.  The  site  for  the  slaughtei  nouse 
is  adjoining  the  existing  Cattle  Market  on  the  site  that  it  is  hoped  will  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  large 
centralised  slaughterhouse  when  such  things  are  considered  after  the  final  report  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  on  Slaughterhouses.  In  its  construction  the  Council  have  given  the  Markets  Company  every 
assistance  and  encouragement.  It  is  unfortunate  that,  owing  to  the  unfavourable  weather  and  difficulties 
in  obtaining  steel  supplies,  the  building  operations  have  been  somewhat  delayed,  but  they  are  now  being 
carried  out  with  all  speed. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  only  slaughtering  that  took  place  in  the  district  was  at  the  two  bacon  factories  ;  the  details  of  pig 
carcases  inspected  and  condemned  are  given  in  the  following  table.

The  drop  in  the  percentages  after  the  war  was  probably  due  in  the  main  to  the  Attested  Herds  Scheme. 
The  cleaning  up  of  milk  and  milk  products  fed  to  pigs  has  maintained  the  decline. 


CONDEMNED  FOOD 

Condemned  meat  from  the  two  Bacon  Factories  is  dyed  green  and  collected  by  a  processing  firm  who 
have  premises  outside  the  district,  and  the  meat  is  there  sterilised. 

Other  foods  which  have  been  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  disinfected 
and  buried  in  the  Council’s  tip. 

FOOD  POISONING 

Only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 

PRIMARY  AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

Inspections  were  made  during  the  year  with  regard  to  their  sanitary  and  other  amenities.  A  Report  was 
made  to  the  Council,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  the  County  Council  who  is  the  Education  Authority. 
The  item  of  greatest  concern  in  my  Report  was  the  Roman  Catholic  School,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  School 
Managers,  the  Education  Authority  and  the  Ministry,  as  the  responsible  Authorities,  see  their  way  to  including 
a  new  Roman  Catholic  School  in  their  building  programme  in  the  very  near  future. 

HOUSING 

A  Housing  Survey  has  been  called  for  by  the  new  Housing  Act  and  every  effort  is  being  made  by  the 
Ministry  to  urge  local  authorities  to  clear  away  their  slum  property.  In  this  district  the  survey  is  proceeding 
rapidly  and  satisfactorily  ;  230  houses  have  been  inspected  and  the  central  area  is  almost  completed  and  ready 
to  hand  over  to  the  Surveyor  who  will  base  his  redevelopment  proposals  on  it.  I  estimate  that  there  are  100 
to  150  unfit  houses  in  Wellington  which  will  have  to  be  demolished.  As  in  most  towns,  there  is  tremendous 
scope  for  improvement  to  old  property  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants.  In  1954  only  four  such  grants 
were  made. 

Four  small  clearance  areas  were  made  during  the  year,  comprising  25  houses. 

The  tenants  from  condemned  houses  are  rehoused  in  the  normal  housing  programme  of  the  Council. 
Two  houses  in  every  ten  new  houses  are  allocated  for  this  purpose.  I  feel  very  strongly  that  an  opportunity 
is  being  missed  in  that  no  follow  up  visits  are  made  to  families  who  have  been  thus  rehoused.  In  many  cases 
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it  is  too  much  to  expect  a  transition  to  be  accomplished  with  ease,  for  a  new  way  of  life  is  called  for.  The 
number  of  houses  which  need  revisiting  is  growing  year  by  year  and  the  work  is  too  much  for  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  undertake.  The  Council  have  considered  the  appointment  of  a  Welfare  Officer  on 
many  occasions.  Perhaps  eventually  they  will  appoint  one,  and  these  visits  will  form  part  of  her  duties. 

The  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Engineer  reports  that,  during  the  year,  the  houses  on  “  C  ”  site  were 
completed  and  these  included  eight  houses  for  sale.  A  block  of  nine  shops  with  maisonettes  over  was  also 
completed  and  occupied. 

146  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  On  the  new  Park  Walls  Housing  estate  176  houses  are 
under  construction  but  only  very  few  of  these  have  been  taken  over  because  of  the  time  lag  in  changing  over 
from  one  site  to  the  other. 

Up  and  down  the  country  there  have  been  cases  of  property  being  bought  without  the  purchaser  knowing 
of  proposed  slum  clearance  action.  In  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  this  happening  in  Wellington  a 
letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  accompanies  all  official  Searches  on  property  where  any  action  of  this 
nature  is  likely.  The  Council’s  officials  are,  of  course,  always  ready  to  advise  owners  and  prospective 
purchasers. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  provision  of  new  sewers  and  sewage  outfall  works  is  being 
carried  out  through  its  own  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Stages  1  and  2  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  were  begun  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  western  area  relief  sewer,  together  with  the  new  detritus  channels,  storm  water  overflows,  sedimentation 
tanks,  bacteriological  filters  and  other  incidental  work  will  be  brought  into  operation  in  the  Spring  of  1955. 

An  informal  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Minister  into  the  Council’s  proposals  for  Stage  3  of  the  Scheme, 
and  tenders  have  now  been  invited  for  the  work  for  submission  to  the  Minister,  with  a  view  to  the  work 
being  commenced  in  April,  1955,  this  being  the  date  that  the  Minister  intimated  he  could  accept. 

There  are  in  the  district  a  few  remaining  privies  and  pail  closets.  Wherever  a  sewer  is  available  the 
owners  have  been  asked  to  convert  to  water  closets.  Most  of  the  remaining  privy  closets  have  been  converted 
to  chemical  closets.  During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  where  pail  and  chemical  closets  are  emptied  by 
the  Council’s  workmen  they  should  be  charged  with  a  quantity  of  chemical  fluid. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  unsatisfactory  receptacles  for  refuse  in  use  in  the  town  the  Council  agreed 
to  institute  a  Bin  Provision  Scheme  whereby  standard  type  dustbins  are  provided  wherever  necessary  at  a 
charge  of  5/-  per  annum  on  the  General  Rate.  The  Scheme  is  working  very  satisfactorily.  A  warning  letter 
is  sent  to  both  owner  and  occupier  of  premises  where  there  is  no  satisfactory  bin,  giving  them  seven  days’ 
warning  that  the  Council  will  provide  a  bin  if  one  if  not  provided  by  them  in  that  time.  So  far  advantage  has 
been  taken  of  the  Council’s  Scheme  in  about  50%  of  these  cases. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Controlled  tipping  methods 
are  used  and  a  weekly  collection  is  maintained. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  joint  Rodent  Control  Scheme  for  Dawley,  Newport,  Wellington  Urban,  and  Shifnal  and  Wellington 
Rural  districts  is  controlled  from  this  Department.  Three  operatives  are  employed.  The  work  carried  out 
in  this  district,  as  shown  on  the  following  table,  claimed  about  one-half  of  one  man’s  time.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Several  cases  of  nuisance  caused  by  smoke  arose  through  the  year  and  they  were  mostly  brought  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion.  The  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  was  found  to  be  helpful  on  several 
occasions.  The  British  Transport  Commission  was  co-operative  in  trying  to  minimise  the  smoke  from  the 
Railway  Engine  sheds  which  are  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  immediate 
prospect  of  removing  the  nuisance  altogether. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  Sec.  47 

No  assistance  under  this  Act  and  Section  has  been  necessary. 

PIGEONS 

Considerable  nuisance  is  being  caused  by  stray  pigeons  roosting  on  buildings  in  the  town  and  this 
nuisance  is  getting  worse. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  some  attempt  was  made  by  us,  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Homing  Society, 
to  reduce  the  number  of  pigeons  by  means  of  trapping,  but,  bearing  in  mind  the  large  number  of  pigeons,  the 
catch  was  negligible.  It  became  obvious  that,  for  there  to  be  any  degree  of  success,  something  in  the  nature 
of  a  large  scale  operation  would  be  required,  and  this  would  take  both  time  and  money. 

It  is  clear  that  the  nuisance  caused  by  pigeons  in  our  cities  is  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the  activities  of  the 
homing  pigeon  owners,  and  not  only  are  other  people  having  to  bear  the  cost  of  abating  this  nuisance,  but 
the  job  is  made  more  difficult  by  these  birds  being  protected  by  law.  This  protection  rules  out  the  possibility 
of  extermination  by  the  methods  normally  used  in  pest  control.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  subject  of  water  supply  continues  to  play  an  increasingly  important  part  in  the  lives  of  the  agricultural 
communities.  Where  the  usefulness  of  the  hand  pump  was  formally  appreciated  and  regarded  as  an  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  open  draw  well,  this  method  of  obtaining  a  water  supply  is  no  longer  an  attraction. 

The  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  in  areas  which  formally  relied  on  wells  has  indicated  that  a  piped 
supply  is  appreciated  and  is  essentially  the  first  step  in  improvement  of  the  standard  of  living,  bringing  with 
it  amenities  of  sanitation  hitherto  impossible  without  a  pure  water  supply. 

In  the  past,  private  estates  have  endeavoured  with  some  success  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  properties  in 
providing  a  local  piped  supply,  and  have  done  creditable  pioneer  work  in  the  early  development  in  what  in 
some  rural  areas  has  been  the  starting  point  from  which  a  public  supply  has  emerged. 

Cheswardine  supply  is  a  typical  example  of  this  development,  and  the  Council  have  now  taken  over 
the  whole  supply  which  comprises  two  rams  capable  of  supplying  23,500  gallons  per  day  together  with  an 
electric  Sumo  pump  in  145  ft.  (12  in.)  bore  which  operates  when  the  water  demand  is  high. 

The  greater  demand  beyond  the  original  intentions  of  the  former  estate  supply  will  necessitate  a  larger 
reservoir  and  provision  is  being  made  for  a  supply  from  the  proposed  Ellerton  Valley  Scheme. 

Future  Development 

Ightfield  Supply.  With  the  construction  of  new  reservoir  (101,500  gallons)  at  Ightfield,  and  the  satis¬ 
factory  results  from  new  15  in.  bore  (depth  150  ft.  —  tested  to  10,000  gallons  per  hour  for  seven  days),  further 
development  is  now  possible.  Proposals  have  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  for  the  extension 
of  mains  from  New  Street  Lane  to  Adderley,  Spoonley  via  Shavington  Park  to  Adderley. 

Provision  is  also  made  to  lay  a  new  rising  main  from  the  new  bore  at  Calverhall  to  the  reservoir. 

Extension  of  Hodnet  supply  to  Wollerton  and  Lostford  has  also  had  provisional  approval  by  the 
Ministry  and  it  is  anticipated  that  both  these  extensions  will  be  finally  approved  during  the  financial  year 
ending  March,  1956. 

South  Eastern  Parishes  —  Ellerton  Village  Scheme.  This  area  comprises  the  parishes  of  Hinstock, 
Cheswardine,  Sutton-on-Tern,  Childs  Ercall  and  Stoke-on-Tern. 

The  Consulting  Engineer  has  also  prepared  this  Scheme,  which  is  under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 

Cheswardine  Supply.  Agreement  has  been  finally  approved  whereby  the  Rural  Council  take  over  the 
whole  of  this  estate  supply.  The  property  includes  the  enclosed  areas  of  the  springs,  ram-house,  two  rams 
and  bore  with  automatic  electric  pumping  plant.  The  available  supply  from  this  source  is  just  sufficient  to 
provide  the  needs  of  Chipnal,  Cheswardine  and  Sowdley  Villages. 

The  consumption  of  the  Cheswardine  Village  is  5,164,000  gallons  per  year  equal  to  14,148  gallons  per 
day  (meter). 

Three  samples  taken  from  the  bore  were  “  Highly  Satisfactory.”  Three  samples  taken  from  springs  — 
two  were  “  fairly  satisfactory  ”  and  one  sample  showed  “  scanty  growth  of  coliform  organisms  none  of  which 
appear  to  be  of  excretal  origin.” 


Of  eight  samples  taken  after  chlorination  —  six  were  “  highly  satisfactory,  one  fairly  satisfactory 
and  one  “  not  entirely  satisfactory." 
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Childs  Ercall  Supply.  The  supply  is  requisitioned  from  the  Admiralty  and  a  piped  supply  is  available 
to  the  village  and  airfields.  The  combined  consumption  is  3,325,150  gallons  per  year  equal  to  9,1 10  gallons 
per  day.  This  supply  from  bore  is  chlorinated.  One  sample  taken  was  “  highly  satisfactory.” 

Woore.  This  Parish  is  by  bulk  purchase  from  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board.  Yearly 
consumption  14,524,000  gallons  equal  to  39,792  gallons  per  day. 

Norton-in-Hales.  Bulk  purchase  (as  for  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  3,915,000  gallons  equal  to  10,726 
gallons  per  day. 

Bearstone  (as  Woore).  Yearly  consumption  850,000  gallons  equal  to  2,329  gallons  per  day. 


Ightfield  Supply  (hard  water).  Reservoirs  (two)  total  storage  130,500  gallons.  Pumping  rate  7,000 
gallons  per  hour.  New  15  in.  bore  not  yet  in  operation. 

The  consumption  from  this  source  for  year  ending  October,  1954  is  17,590,000  gallons  equal  to  48,192 
gallons  per  day  compared  with  45,632  gallons  per  day  in  1953. 

Of  the  three  bacteriological  samples  submitted  for  examination,  two  were  reported  on  as  “  highly 
satisfactory  ”  and  one  as  “  satisfactory.” 


Hodnet  Supply  (moderately  hard).  Reservoir  21,000  gallons.  Pumping  Rate  1,200  gallons  per  hour 
(No.  1  bore).  Consumption  8,258,600  gallons  equal  to  22,624  gallons  per  day  for  year  ending  October,  1954, 
compared  with  19,707  gallons  per  day  in  1953.  Hodnet  Reservoir  also  received  a  supply  from  No.  2  Bore. 

It  is  proposed  to  instal  a  new  submersible  pump  in  the  old  bore  to  replace  the  present  lift  and  force  pump, 
and  instal  a  chlorination  plant. 

Seven  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  Analyst’s  report  stated  that  three 
showed  signs  of  scanty  growth  of  coliform  organisms,  none  of  which  appeared  to  be  of  excretal  origin. 

Four  samples  taken  after  these  adverse  reports  were  highly  satisfactory. 

The  water  from  this  bore  has  been  consistently  “  highly  satisfactory  ”  over  a  long  period  of  years  and  the 
sudden  cause  of  this  adverse  report  has  not  been  ascertained.  Regular  bacteriological  examination  is  being 
carried  out. 


Marchamley  Supply  from  No.  2  Bore,  Hodnet.  Pumping  Rate  7,000  gallons  per  hour  from  29th  March, 
1954.  300  ft.  deep,  size  18  in.  reducing  to  15  in. 

Consumption  5,515  gallons  per  day  for  seven  months,  ending  October,  1954,  compared  with  4,489 
gallons  per  day  in  1953.  This  supply  is  chlorinated. 

Thirteen  samples  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Nine  were  “  highly  satisfactory,” 
one  was  “  satisfactory,”  two  showed”  scanty  growth  of  coliform  organisms  ”  and  one  was”  unsatisfactory 
for  a  chlorinated  supply.” 

The  ”  unsatisfactory  ”  sample  was  the  first  adverse  report  from  this  source  and  the  suspected  cause  was 
from  surface  water  during  a  severe  storm.  Regular  samples  have,  and  are  being  taken  and  later  analysis 
reports  are  again  ”  highly  satisfactory.

Housing  Act,  1949— Improvement  Grants.  Up  to  the  end  of  December,  1954,  the  total  number  of 
applications  for  grant  under  this  Act  is  35,  one  application,  however,  was  withdrawn.  12  houses  have  been 
completed  and  grants  amounting  to  £3,657  have  been  certified  during  1954. 

Council  Houses.  Housing  Applications  on  the  Council’s  register  is  288  but  only  146  have  complied 
with  the  Council’s  regulation  requiring  renewal  of  application  every  six  months. 

Fourteen  Council  Houses  have  been  completed  during  1954  at  Langley  Dale,  and  six  are  in  the  course 
of  erection  on  the  site. 

Future  Development.  Schemes  have  been  prepared  for  22  houses  at  Hodnet,  four  houses  at  Moreton 
Wood  and  two  houses  at  Willaston. 

Temporary  Housing.  This  consists  of  51  units  at  Manor  Fields,  Childs  Ercall.  Piped  water  supply  and 
modern  sanitation  is  installed.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  gradual  replacement  of  these  temporary 
dwellings  and  the  building  of  permanent  houses  on  this  site. 

Houses  Unfit  for  Habitation.  Three  houses  have  been  demolished  during  1954. 

External  Painting.  This  has  been  carried  out  on  47  houses  during  the  year,  by  contract. 

General  repairs  and  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff. 

Sale  of  Council  Houses.  Although  publicity  has  been  given  and  prices  fixed  for  all  pre-war  Council 
Houses  only  one  house  has  been  sold  during  the  year. 

Private  Houses.  Seven  new  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

One  new  dwelling  has  been  provided  by  conversion  of  existing  building. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (Separate  System) 

The  Hodnet  Scheme  was  designed  for  124  houses  at  30  gallons  per  head  per  day.  98  houses  are 
connected  to  the  sewer.  The  22  houses  now  proposed  at  Hodnet  will  bring  these  works  to  the  full  capacity 
for  which  they  were  designed. 

Cheswardine  (partial  system).  86  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  present  disposal  works  are 
unable  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  sewage  and  proposals  are  before  the  Ministry  to  extend  the  drainage  area 
to  include  Sowdley,  and  the  provision  of  new  works  at  Little  Sowdley  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £14,830. 

Woore.  Proposals  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  to  deal  with  this  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£24,000. 

Norton-in-Hales,  Ightfield  and  Calverhall.  These  areas  have  been  surveyed,  but  details  have  not  been 
submitted  as  yet. 

Hinstock.  The  provision  of  a  water-carriage  system  for  this  village  will  depend  on  a  piped  water  supply 
being  available. 

Sewage  Effluent.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  Hodnet  Sewage  Works.  One  was  satisfactory  and  one 
unsatisfactory. 

Streams.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  streams  receiving  the  drainage  from  Woore  Village  and  both 
samples  were  unsatisfactory.  This  area  has  had  a  piped  water  supply  since  1935,  and  the  necessity  of  a 
sewerage  scheme  is  now  fully  appreciated  resulting  in  a  scheme  having  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

This  service  has  been  in  operation  since  1950,  and  the  number  of  bins  collected  has  gradually  increased 
from  1,691  in  June,  1951,  to  2,134  for  the  year  ending  March,  1955.  The  interval  between  collections  has 
increased  also  from  16  days  to  21  days.  This  period  is  further  increased  during  holiday  periods. 

Tips.  These  are  located  at  Hodnet,  Hatton,  Betton  Crossings  and  Calverhall.  Further  sites  are 
available  in  Cheswardine  and  Betton. 
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VERMIN  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  The  benefits  derived  by  the  application  of  the  above  Act 
cannot  be  estimated,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  rat  population  in  the  rural  area  is  now  under  control. 

Very  few  major  infestations  are  reported  and  generally  the  degree  of  infestation  has  been  greatly  reduced. 

This  satisfactory  position  has  been  brought  about  by  the  Rural  Council  appointing  a  Rodent  Officer 
in  November,  1951,  and  the  close  co-operation  with  the  County  Pests  Department  in  dealing  with  farm 
premises.  The  inspections  and  treatments  on  the  farms  has,  with  few  exceptions,  been  welcomed  by  the 
occupiers  —  no  doubt  brought  about  by  the  confidence  in  the  operator  and  the  use  of  “  warfarin.” 

Wherever  possible  the  occupiers  of  agricultural  properties  are  encouraged,  and  if  necessary  instructed, 
in  the  use  of  “  warfarin.” 

Forty-eight  agricultural  properties  have  been  treated  in  this  way. 

The  results  of  this  procedure  are  very  encouraging  and  more  occupiers  are  now  successfully  keeping 
their  premises  free  from  rats.

Fourteen  minor  infestations  were  dealt  with  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  ten  treatments  were  given 
on  the  sewage  disposal  works  for  minor  infestations. 

The  sewers  at  Hodnet,  Cheswardine  and  Norton-in-Hales  were  test  baited  and  found  to  be  clear. 
Twelve  schools  have  been  visited  also  the  canteens  attached,  chiefly  for  mice  infestation.  15  treatments 
have  been  given  at  six  premises.  The  treatments  are  arranged  during  school  holidays. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  1949— Regulation  20 

These  regulations  empower  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take  measures  to  prevent  diseases  caused  by 
the  consumption  of  infected  milk.  Working  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  notified  where  positive  results  are  found  in  a  herd  by  the  Ministry’s  officers  and  heat 
treatment  of  the  milk  is  insisted  upon. 

Milk  samples  are  also  taken  by  your  own  staff.  1 3  milk  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  :  ten  samples 
were  satisfactory  to  the  methylene  blue  test  ;  one  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory' 

Nine  of  the  samples  were  taken  from  producer/retailers  of  ungraded  milk,  and  four  samples  from 
accredited  milk. 

Nine  samples  were  submitted  for  guinea-pig  inoculation  but  did  not  produce  tuberculosis. 


THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  SPECIFIED  AREAS  (No.  2)  ORDER,  1954 

The  Ministry  of  Food  under  Section  19  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies’and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950,  are  carrying  out  a  survey  in  the  rural  area,  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  including  the  rural  area 
in  a  specified  area  under  the  Order.  When  this  Order  becomes  operative  it  will  be  obligatory  for  all  milk 
sold  to  comply  with  the  designation  of  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested. 
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ICE  CREAM  ^  .. 

Twenty-one  premises  are  licensed  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  I  wo  new  licences  have  been  issued  during  the 

Of  18  samples  taken  16  were  classified  as  Grade  I  and  two  samples  Grade  II. 


CLEAN  FOOD  ,  ,  , 

The  hygienic  handling  of  food  continues  to  show  improvement,  and  the  reconstruction  of  food  premises, 

shops  and  stores  has  also  enabled  the  better  cleansing  of  food  premises. 

Shopkeepers  have  been  provided  with  food  hygiene  cards  and  these  are  displayed  in  shops. 

Special  examination  of  food  has  not  been  necessary. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Three  of  the  seven  butchers  in  the  rural  area  have  elected  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Council 
in  regard  to  their  premises.  One  butcher  has  constructed  new  premises  consisting  of  slaughtei  house,  lairage, 

cooling  room  and  shop.  .  , 

Two  other  premises  have  been  improved  and  brought  up  to  the  Council  s  requirements  with  hot  and 

cold  water.  One  butcher  has  modernised  his  shop  premises  to  provide  meat  preparation  room,  storage  and 
accommodation  for  the  hygienic  handling  and  display  of  food. 

Carcases  Inspected  and  Condemned.  Slaughtering  commenced  in  July,  1954,  and  the  following  figures 
relate  to  slaughtering  at  the  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  : 

Number  killed  :  Cattle  90,  Calves  2,  Sheep  and  Lambs  27,  Pigs  104. 

Condemnation  affected  parts  of  carcases  only,  and  involved  cattle  and  sheep  only. 

Reason  for  condemnation  was  tuberculosis  2-2%  of  carcases  inspected.  Non-tubeiculosis  2-2 /0  foi  cattle. 
In  the  case  of  sheep  the  figure  was  1-4%  for  non-tuberculosis  cases. 

These  figures,  I  believe,  reflect  the  high  standard  of  the  animals  slaughtered.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 

The  1 1  parishes  in  the  area  have  schools  for  primary  education  up  to  1 1  years  of  age. 

Hodnet,  Adderley  and  Moreton  Saye  County  Schools  continue  to  provide  education  up  to  14  years. 
Secondary  education  is  provided  at  the  County  Grammar  School  in  Market  Drayton. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT-VILLAGE  HALLS 

The  village  halls  continue  to  add  to  the  social  life  of  the  villages,  and  the  influence  of  the  W.V.S.  gives 
an  added  interest.  Electricity  is  now  available  in  the  greater  part  of  the  rural  area,  bringing  with  it  the 
advantages  of  modern  entertainment.  38  television  sets  have  been  installed  on  the  Council  s  estates  during 
1954,  bringing  the  total  up  to  107. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS  DEALT  WITH  DURING  THE  YEAR 

Serious  fly  nuisance  arising  from  a  private  refuse  tip  was  dealt  with  by  the  authority  concerned. 

Twenty-seven  new  drainage  systems  dealing  with  32  private  houses  were  constructed  to  allow  for  the 
installation  of  water  closets  to  replace  insanitary  privies  and  pail  closets. 

Piped  water  supply  has  been  provided  for  32  dwelling  houses. 

A  further  survey  of  the  streams  in  the  water-shed  from  the  Woore  area  indicated  pollution  and  two 
samples  taken  were  unsatisfactory.  New  sedimentation  tank  was  constructed  at  Norton-in-Hales  sewage 
works. 

Squatters  occupying  huts  have  been  reduced  to  two  families  at  Peplow  Camp.  Communal  Site  at  Eaton- 
on-Tern  has  been  taken  over  by  a  manufacturing  firm,  and  sewage  disposal  plant  put  in  order  to  deal  with  the 
industrial  development.  Installation  of  additional  closet  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  has  been 
provided  for  an  industrial  concern  at  Woore. 

Caravan  site  has  been  licensed  at  Stoke  Heath  — -  piped  water  supply,  water  closet  accommodation  for 
both  sexes,  washing  facilities  and  bathrooms  provided. 

NEW  OFFICES 

This  year  has  seen  the  result  of  the  Council’s  endeavour  to  provide  themselves  with  new  offices.  The 
premises  were  taken  over  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  improvements  and  alterations  required  for 
adaptation  to  suit  the  various  activities  of  the  Council  were  completed,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council 
was  held  in  October,  1954.  The  Council’s  Officials  greatly  appreciate  the  ideal  working  conditions  which  I 
am  sure  will  enable  the  staff  to  give  of  their  best  in  the  interests  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  rural  district. 

In  this  Annual  Report  of  the  activities  of  the  Rural  Council  1  have  endeavoured  to  give  a  brief  outline 
of  the  work  done  and  the  progress  made  during  the  year. 

The  building  of  new  houses  and  the  provision  of  water  supplies  has  been  given  careful  consideration. 

There  is  every  indication  that  definite  progress  will  be  made  in  the  coming  year. 

In  conclusion  1  should  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  given  by  my  staff,  and  also  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
co-operation  given  by  the  Clerk  and  his  Staff,  during  the  Year.

SALVAGE 

Each  refuse  vehicle  tows  a  trailer,  by  this  method  a  regular  collection  of  salvage  is  made  at  a  minimum 
cost.  Paper  collected  is  separated  into  “  Cardboard  ”  and  “  Mixed  Waste  ”  and  baled  at  the  depot.  It  is 
hoped  in  the  near  future  an  electric  baler  will  be  installed,  cutting  out  the  use  of  some  employees  who  will 
be  released  for  other  services. 

After  working  up  a  large  stock  of  tins  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  market  and  collections  were 
abandoned.

The  amount  of  salvage  has  increased  and  the  value  it  was  sold  at  has  more  than  doubled  and  equals 
approximately  the  product  of  threepenny  rate. 

As  this  must  be  regarded  purely  as  ancilliary  to  the  collection  of  refuse  the  results  are  not  unsatisfactory. 
It  is  a  matter  of  some  concern  that  the  salvage  habit  has  declined  since  the  war  and  all  possible  resources 
do  not  co-operate  to  ensure  the  return  to  national  use  that  which  otherwise  is  wasted. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  hygienic  control  at  the  tip  salvage  collection  has  much  to  commend  it.  Credit 
is  due  to  the  refuse  collectors  for  this  effort. 


REFUSE 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  over  the  whole  district,  difficulties  in  maintaining  this 
effort  have  been  encountered. 

At  one  time  the  job  was  carried  out  by  older  men  who  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  other  work,  although 
not  attractive  work,  efforts  have  been  made  by  increasing  wages  to  attract  younger  men.  The  Committee 
are  exploring  the  possibilities  of  introducing  superannuation.

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CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rodent  Control.  Direct  control  of  the  service  has  given  more  intimate  contact  with  difficulties  arising. 
Requests  for  use  of  the  service  are  dealt  with  within  24  hours,  minimising  the  damage  which  could  arise  by 
prompt  action. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  unspectacular  but  efficient  work  of  Mr.  Saint,  the  Rodent 
Operative,  who  has  maintained  the  confidence  already  gained,  of  the  people.  His  pleasing  manner  has  cut 
down  the  work  by  having  early  notifications  and  not  concealing  infestations  which  might  prove  difficult  to 
control.

In  addition  one  treatment  of  the  sewerage  system  was  undertaken  as  a  routine.  The  second  treatment 
was  held  up  by  the  severe  weather  and  was  due  to  be  undertaken  at  the  commencement  of  1955. 

Verminous  Persons  and  Clothing.  The  need  for  the  provision  of  a  station  for  the  disinfestation  of  persons 
and  effects  remains. 


HOUSING 

Increasing  activity  was  stimulated  in  this  most  important  phase  of  the  work.  24  individual  houses  and 
two  clearance  areas  were  represented  ;  all  individual  houses  had  demolition  orders  served.  At  a  Public 
Enquiry  relating  to  Priors  Lee  Square  (13  dwellings)  and  Church  Street,  St.  Georges  (six  dwellings)  both 
schemes  were  confirmed  without  modification. 

The  task  of  eliminating  the  sub-standard  houses  in  the  district  must  engage  the  almost  undivided  attention 
of  the  Department,  for  some  time.  A  long  neglected  black  spot  in  the  district  will  be  dealt  with  amongst 
others  next  year,  namely  Church  Street,  Oakengates.  The  clearance  and  redevelopment  of  this  area  will 
give  the  maximum  benefit  to  the  district.  Ambitious  plans  for  the  redevelopment  of  this  area  are  prepared, 
which  aesthetically  will  enhance  the  entrance  to  the  town. 

It  is  hoped  that  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1949  will  be  more  widely  used.  Interest 
was  becoming  apparent  during  the  year  and  the  Council  approved  in  principle  subject  to  individual  considera¬ 
tion  of  grants  under  the  Act.  A  valuable  contribution  to  the  district  is  attained  by  this  means. 

The  rehousing  of  tenants  from  clearance  areas  requires  careful  adjustment,  if  the  tenants  are  to  get  the 
full  benefit  of  the  modern  amenities  provided  without  hardship.  Whilst  25%  of  all  houses  are  allocated  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  clearance  areas  and  individual  unfit  houses,  to  maintain  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses, 
full  recognition  of  this  need  must  be  borne  in  mind  in  any  rehousing  project. 


CARAVANS 

There  are  two  sites  licensed  permitting  14  caravans,  and  17  individual  caravans  in  the  district. 

Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  these  dwellings  and  no  cases  were  found  where  proceedings  were  necessary. 
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FOOD  PREMISES 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  hygienic  conditions  in  food  premises  generally. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES 

Attention  continues  to  be  directed  to  the  hygiene  of  the  licensed  houses  and  dwellings,  improvements 
having  been  carried  out  by  reconstruction  and  general  works  of  maintenance. 

ICE  CREAM 

Attention  in  proper  perspective  is  given  to  the  sampling  of  ice  cream. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

During  the  year  meat  traders  were  allowed  to  buy  or  slaughter  according  to  need  and  to  meet  the  changed 
circumstances  three  slaughterhouses  were  permitted  to  be  licensed.  The  inspection  of  all  food  slaughtered 
in  the  area  has  increased  the  work  of  the  Department.

BYE-LAWS 

The  food  bye-laws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance 
of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of 
food  in  the  open  air,  are  in  operation  and  are  enforced.  Advice  is  given  to  persons  engaged  in  the  handling 
of  food  regarding  cleanly  practices. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

A  minor  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  district.  Prompt  action  in  dealing  with  the  cause 
minimised  the  consequences.  The  outbreak  being  controlled  within  24  hours. 

MILK 

Reference  to  the  statistical  table  indicates  the  importance  attached  to  the  production  of  a  pure  milk  supply. 
No  greater  service  could  be  rendered  to  the  public  than  ensuring  purity  and  freedom  from  disease  which 
could  be  acquired  in  an  insidious  way  by  drinking  infected  milk,  with  such  crippling  and  disastrous  results 
if  not  checked  and  dealt  with  at  the  earliest  possible  time.

WATER 

General  Observations.  The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  the  water  undertakers  for  the  whole  area. 
Water  is  obtained  by  pumping  at  the  Hilton  Bank  pumping  station,  by  two  sets  of  well  and  high-lift  pumps. 
The  100  h.p.  electric  motor  continues  to  give  satisfaction.  Some  480,000  gallons  are  daily  pumped  and  pass 
through  the  large  storage  tank  of  600,000  gallons  to  supply  3,637  houses.  There  are  35  standpipes  supplying 
some  of  the  houses  in  the  district.  There  are  no  private  undertakings  or  wells  supplying  water  within  the 
district. 

A  chlorinating  plant  made  by  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Ltd.,  using  chlorine  gas  with  ammonia  injects  this 
mixture  at  source. 

This  new  pumping  plant  and  buildings  for  the  borehole,  400  feet  deep,  has  been  completed,  and  is  reported 
satisfactory  after  samples  of  water  have  been  taken.  This  is  capable  of  delivering  648,000  gallons  per  day. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

Two  cinemas  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  visited  with  attention  directed  to  ventilation,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  cleanliness. 

The  Health  Department  functions  as  a  team  and  has  worked  very  smoothly  during  the  year  which  reflects 
credit  on  all  its  members.

Mr.  Riley,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

The  year  under  review  may  rightly  be  characterised  as  one  of  increased  activity  both  in  the  scope  of 
duties  and  the  volume  of  work  undertaken.  The  return  of  the  meat  trade  to  a  free  market  brought  about 
increased  duties  in  meat  inspection  whilst  the  Government’s  direction  for  the  re-introduction  of  slum  clearance 
and  the  improvement  of  structurally  sound  houses  caused  greater  activity  in  this  field  of  public  health.  At 
times  it  has  only  been  possible  to  keep  work  up  to  date  by  working  hours  in  excess  of  the  normal  and  it  may 
well  be  that  the  Council  will  have  to  review  the  staffing  of  the  department  in  the  near  future. 

In  1954  much  has  been  done  ;  much  remains  to  be  done  ! 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  purchase  of  some  16  acres  of  land  at  Ruckley  Sidings  was  the 
successful  outcome  of  prolonged  negotiations  to  provide  a  tipping  area  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  The  area 
of  land  is  an  extension  of  the  site  hitherto  used  for  refuse  disposal  and  its  acquisition  has  solved  this  problem 
for  a  considerable  time  to  come.  The  site  is  suitably  placed  in  the  district  particularly  relative  to  the  higher 
density  areas  of  Shifnal  and  Albrighton.  In  addition  to  being  a  necessary  adjunct  of  the  public-cleansing 
service  the  long  term  aspect  of  land  reclamation  should  not  be  overlooked.  As  areas  of  the  land  become 
filled  the  site  can  be  made  productive  by  afforestation  or  otherwise. 

For  some  time  the  Council  have  operated  a  municipal  ownership  scheme  for  dustbins.  During  the  year 
328  worn  out  and  defective  bins  were  replaced.  As  further  replacements  become  necessary  the  wisdom  of  the 
Council  in  embarking  on  this  scheme  becomes  more  apparent.  The  speedy  replacement  of  the  defective  bin 
always  compares  very  favourably  with  the  cumbersome  procedure  of  the  Public  Health  Act  with  its  service 
of  notice  upon  owners  or  occupiers  and  the  risk  of  court  appeals.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement, 
however,  on  the  part  of  occupiers  in  the  use  and  care  of  the  Council’s  property.  Wet  refuse  is  still  placed 
in  some  bins  with  a  consequent  shortening  of  their  life  besides  making  complete  emptying  difficult.  Much 
combustible  material  could  still  be  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  householders  and  the  dustbin  should  not  be 
regarded  as  the  last  resting  place  of  stones,  hedge  cuttings,  grass  and  other  garden  refuse. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying.  The  emptying  of  sewage  tanks  in  the  area  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
cesspool  emptiers  of  the  Dawley  and  Oakengates  Urban  District  Councils  at  rates  agreed  with  the 
Authorities  concerned.  The  demands  on  this  service  have  increased  and  are  likely  to  increase  still  further. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues  in  those  districts  for  the  smooth  working  of  these  arrangements. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  extension  of  water  main  to  the  Tong  Havannah  area  by  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  was 
completed  during  the  year. 

Water  from  public  sources  proved  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Improvements  carried  out  to  the  Woodcote  private  supply  with  its  source  in  this  district  produced 
satisfactory  results,  the  water  now  being  of  acceptable  quality. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  taken  from  the  various  public  and  private  supplies  are 
regularly  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Shrewsbury. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Another  year  has  passed  and  not  a  brick  has  been  laid  or  a  pipe  installed  at  the  Shifnal  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  Delivery  of  materials  continued  throughout  the  year  and  had  been  completed  at  the  close.  After 
waiting  for  two  years  for  the  delivery  of  approximately  £3,000  worth  of  materials  the  Ministry  would  not 
award  a  starting  date  in  the  year  under  review.  One  would  have  thought  that  the  authorisation  of  materials 
would  have  been  followed  automatically  by  authority  to  use  the  equipment  authorised.  This,  however, 
is  not  the  case  and  the  Council  viewed  the  matter  with  concern.  At  the  close  of  the  year  results  were  awaited 
from  personal  representations  made  to  the  Ministry  in  London. 

No  progress  can  be  reported  on  the  Beckbury  scheme. 

At  Albrighton  the  increased  sewage  flow  brought  about  by  the  expansion  of  both  Council  and  private 
enterprise  building  must  give  rise  to  increasing  concern.  The  storm  overflow  at  Clock  Mills  installed  some 
years  ago  as  a  temporary  expedient  to  prevent  surcharge  of  the  outfall  sewer  came  into  operation  with 
greater  frequency.  The  abnormally  wet  year  aggravated  this  problem  and  a  public  health  nuisance  is  now 
established  in  this  area  due  to  the  presence  of  sewage  along  the  bed  of  the  old  watercourse.  At  the  Works 
the  production  of  larger  quantities  of  sludge,  again  combined  with  a  wet  season,  served  to  stress  the  need 
for  additional  drying  beds.  Samples  of  effluent  showed  a  high  suspended  matter  content  due  to  the  insufficient 
capacity  of  the  sedimentation  tanks  and  filter  beds,  ft  should  be  recorded,  however,  that  the  attendant 
coped  very  well  with  his  difficulties  and  could  on  some  occasions  have  been  helped  by  additional  labour 
had  it  been  available. 

The  modernisation  of  the  Shifnal  Sewage  Works  will  afford  the  Council  the  opportunity  to  consider 
a  report  on  revised  staffing  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  works. 

HOUSING 

Increased  activity  in  all  aspects  of  housing  took  place  in  1954. 

(a)  Slum  Clearance  and  Unfit  Houses.  In  March  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  asked 
all  Councils  to  resume  the  full  exercise  of  their  powers  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  To  accelerate  the 
clearance  of  unfit  properties  close  consultation  has  taken  place  between  the  Housing  Manager  and  myself 
to  enable  houses  occupied  by  applicants  well  placed  on  the  waiting  list  to  be  reported  to  the  Council  for 
demolition  or  closure  where  appropriate.  Too  often  in  the  past  unfit  houses  have  been  reoccupied  and 
another  applicant  has  inevitably  been  added  to  the  Council’s  waiting  list.  In  addition  the  applicant  presses 
his  claim  on  the  grounds  of  unfitness  of  the  accommodation.  The  high  degree  of  co-operation  between  the 
two  departments  is  making  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme.  Apart  from 
the  demolition  and  closing  orders  which  were  made  during  the  year  notices  of  time  and  place  had  been 
served  in  six  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  were  awaiting  final  decisions. 

In  viewing  the  slum  clearance  problem  in  Shifnal  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  hutments  at  Tong 
and  Neachley,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  several  tenants  at  Tong  were  re-housed  and  the  vacated  huts 
demolished.  The  continued  occupation  of  this  type  of  dwelling,  ten  years  after  the  war,  cannot  be  regarded 
with  complacency. 

(b)  Private  Building.  The  end  of  all  licensing  restrictions  served  to  stimulate  all  forms  of  private  enter¬ 
prise  building.  New  house  construction  was  principally  active  in  the  Albrighton  area  where  suitable  building 
land  is  rapidly  being  absorbed.  28  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by  persons  or  bodies  other  than  the 
Council,  which  represents  an  increase  of  nine  over  1953.  Meadow  Road  development  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  the  road  works  carried  out.  This  has  served  to  tidy  up  this  section  of  Albrighton. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  schemes  of  improvement 
and  conversions.  Owners  and  their  architects  have  been  advised  on  the  most  economical  and  efficient 
methods  of  raising  the  dwellings  to  the  required  standard.  The  continued  and  increasing  interest  in  these 
schemes  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  20  schemes  were  approved  for  grant  compared  with  1 7  last  year.  It 
is  likely  that  this  number  will  be  exceeded  next  year.  The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  progress  and 
financial  implications  of  this  section  of  housing.

(d)  Rent  Certificates.  No  application  was  received  during  the  year  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 

An  order  was  obtained  in  the  Shifnal  Magistrates  Court  for  the  removal  ot  one  aged  person  living  in 
insanitary  conditions. 

Burial  duties  were  carried  out  in  two  cases  during  the  year. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  . 

The  slaughter  of  food  animals  reverted  to  private  hands  in  July  and  applications  were  received  for 
slaughterhouses  to  be  licensed.  The  Council  were  thus  faced  with  fixing  a  standard  which  would  safeguard 
the  public  health  and  yet  at  the  same  time  not  produce  hardship  on  the  slaughterhouse  occupier,  particularly 
having  regard  to  the  Governments  declared  policy  of  moderate  concentration.  From  the  inspection  viewpoint 
it  was  indeed  fortunate  that  the  slaughterhouses  brought  into  use  were  situated  in  Shifnal  and  Albrighton 
and  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  out  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues  at  Wellington  Rural  for  deputising  for  me  in  this  branch  of  work 
during  holidays  and  other  times  of  absence. 

The  Council  agreed  that  1  should  act  for  the  Ministry  of  Food  as  certifying  officer  at  the  one  ordinary 
deadweight  certification  centre  at  Albrighton.  For  this  additional  work  the  appropriate  fees  have  been  paid 
into  the  Council’s  account. 

Sampling  of  milk  supplies  in  the  district  was  carried  out  as  time  permitted. 

More  time  could  be  spent  with  profit  on  the  inspection  of  food  premises  and  sampling  of  milk  and 
ice  cream.  The  present  staffing  of  the  department,  coupled  with  increased  activities  in  other  fields  does  not, 
unfortunately,  permit  of  this.

DONINGTON  SCHOOL 

Following  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in  the  Albrighton  area,  renewed  representations  were  made 
for  improvements  to  be  carried  out  to  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  this  school.  Whilst  the  type  of  closet 
accommodation  installed  may  be  open  to  some  technical  criticism,  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
hygienic  standard  of  this  school  has  been  brought  about  by  the  installation  of  these  closets,  the  provision 
of  better  washing  facilities  and  the  more  efficient  means  of  space  heating.  The  gap  which  has  hitherto  existed 
between  the  excellent  education  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  children  have  been  taught  has  now  been 
somewhat  narrowed.  This  must  be  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  joint  scheme  and  received  satisfactory  service  from  the 
Committee’s  operators.  More  rat  destruction  work  was  carried  out  in  the  district  than  last  year.

Mr.  Wall,  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports  : 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  usual  excuse  of  blaming  shortage  of  labour  for  the  shortcomings  of  the  refuse  collection  service 
is  one  which  eventually  may  wear  very  thin  and  may  lead  to  some  doubt  as  to  its  authenticity.  There  is, 
however,  no  doubt  whatever  that  in  this  particular  area  full  employment  results  in  jobs  in  the  refuse  collection 
service  —  not  the  most  attractive  or  remunerative  of  occupations  —  being  difficult  to  fill.  This  has  been 
experienced  during  the  past  year  and  there  have  been  many  comings  and  goings  amongst  the  labour  employed. 

An  additional  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  three  additional  labourers  were  employed. 
The  collection  rounds  were  revised  and  the  result  has  been  that  parts  of  the  area  have  now  a  fortnightly 
collection  while  other  parts  have  collections  approximately  every  three  weeks.  While  this  is  an  improvement 
on  the  collections  of  the  previous  twelve  months  I  feel  confident  that  further  improvement  can  be  made  with 
a  little  more  effort  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  employees.  In  common  with  industry,  the  service  suffers  through 
too  much  voluntary  absenteeism  and  it  is  difficult  to  suggest  any  remedy  for  this. 

Some  thought  has  been  given  to  this  question  of  speeding  up  collections  by  offering  an  incentive  bonus. 
Such  a  scheme  may  have  its  merits  but  would  rather  lend  itself  to  being  operated  more  successfully  in  an 
urban  district  rather  than  in  a  rural  district  of  this  character  with  its  mixture  of  urban  and  rural  areas.  A 
bonus  paid  on  a  fixed  number  of  dustbins  emptied  would  operate  unfairly  on  the  men  employed  in  the 
scattered  parts  of  the  area,  bonuses  fixed  according  to  a  varying  number  of  dustbins  emptied  in  different 
parts  of  the  area  would  probably  be  too  complicated  to  operate,  while  a  flat  bonus  paid  for  the  work  being 
carried  out  at  fortnightly  intervals  could  only  operate,  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  alternatives,  if  a  labour 
strength  could  be  maintained  and  which  could  be  reasonably  expected  to  carry  out  the  work  to  earn  a  bonus. 

Suitable  sites  for  tipping  refuse  are  still  not  easy  to  find  although  the  position  was  better  during  the  year 
through  two  sites  being  offered  by  members  of  the  Council.  Negotiations  however  were  opened  with  the 
British  Transport  Commission  with  a  view  to  the  acquisition  of  The  Humber  Arm,  a  section  of  disused  canal 
near  Donnington,  for  tipping  purposes.  It  was  considered  that,  when  de-watered,  the  canal  bed  owing  to  its 
limited  width  and  depth,  would  be  ideal  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  The  negotiations  have,  however,  become 
very  protracted  and  as  there  appears  to  be  so  many  obstacles  and  difficulties  to  surmount  there  is  extreme 
doubt  whether  this  project  will  materialise. 

1  am  still  convinced  that  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  sites  for  the  tipping  of  refuse 
if  facilities  were  available  for  the  proper  control  of  tips  by  mechanical  means. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  resurrect  the  salvage  scheme  although  prices  for  waste  paper  have  increased 
considerably.  A  juicy  bait  which  has  become  so  quickly  dehydrated  in  the  past  is  not  likely  to  be  swallowed 
until  its  taste  has  achieved  some  permanency. 
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DISINFESTATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

Rat  Control.  The  North-East  Salop  Joint  Pests  Committee  continued  during  the  year  to  operate  the 
joint  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

Contract  work  has  been  continued  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  a  number  of  treatments  carried  out 
on  a  time  and  material  basis.  Judging  from  the  absence  of  complaints  it  appears  that  the  work  of  the 
operatives  is  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

There  are  still  a  considerable  number  of  premises,  farms  and  others  in  the  district  which  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee’s  Pest  Service  and  doubts  have  repeatedly  been  voiced  as  to  the 
necessity  of  this  service.  Undoubtedly  the  whole  of  this  work  should  be  under  the  control  oi  the  local 
authority  who  are  responsible  for  operating  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. 

The  position  of  rodent  destruction  in  the  Public  ETealth  Service  is  an  important  one  and  this  cannot  be 
overlooked,  emphasis  being  laid  from  time  to  time  by  Ministry  representatives  on  the  statutory  duties  of 
local  authorities  under  the^Act.  It  is  as  well  to  remember  however  that  many  other  statutory  duties  of  at 
least  equal  importance  fall  to  the  lot  of  local  authorities  under  other  legislation  and  none  of  these  should  be 
accorded  preference  at  the  expense  of  the  other. 

Vermin  Control.  No  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  infestations  by  bugs  or  fleas. 
Numerous  complaints  were  received  however  from  residents  on  the  Donnington  Estate  of  infestation  of 
households  by  ants.  These  have  been  troublesome  and  assistance  has  been  given  to  householders  by  issuing 
D.D.T.  powder  with  a  measure  of  success  in  some  cases. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  further  schemes  have  been  put  in  hand  in  the  district  by  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board. 
Work  has  commenced  on  the  extension  of  the  water  mains  from  Kynnersley  to  serve  the  village  of  Tibberton, 
and  the  sinking  of  a  new  borehole  at  Standford  Bridge,  initially  to  serve  the  Sambrook  area,  but  eventually 
to  provide  water  for  a  much  larger  area  and  supplement  other  supplies  owned  by  the  Board.  The  laying  of  a 
main  to  provide  water  for  the  village  of  Aston  has  also  been  undertaken.  The  Board  have  approved  in 
principle  schemes  for  Rodington  and  Longdon  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  accorded  some  degree  of 
priority  as  water  is  badly  needed  in  these  parishes. 

Undoubtedly  these  schemes  would  not  have  progressed  so  far  had  their  necessity  not  been  emphasized 
by  the  Council’s  representatives  on  the  Board  and  credit  must  be  accorded  those  representatives  for  achieving 
so  much. 

Chlorination.  All  public  supplies  under  the  control  of  the  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  are  chlorinated 
at  source  with  the  exception  of  the  Charlton  supply  mentioned  below. 

Sampling.  Sampling  of  water  supplies,  both  publicly  and  privately  owned  has  continued  as  a  routine 
matter. 

Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  the  mains  of  the  East  Shropshire 
Water  Board,  three  of  which  were  found  to  be  “  unsatisfactory.”  In  addition,  a  total  of  73  samples  were 
taken  from  private  supplies  including  wells  and  boreholes  in  the  district,  70  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  three  for  chemical  examination.  Thirty-two  of  these  were  reported  as  “  unsatisfactory 
bacteriologically  ”  and  one  “  chemically.”  In  all  cases  all  householders  drawing  supplies  from  these  sources 
were  advised  to  take  the  precaution  of  boiling  the  water  before  drinking  or  using  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  existing  supply  of  water  to  the  village  of  Charlton  for  which  the  Water  Board  accepted  responsibility 
was  sampled  during  the  year,  and  on  three  successive  occasions  was  found  to  be  “  unsatisfactory.” 

Pollution  of  the  source,  a  spring,  by  cattle  was  suspected  and  steps  were  taken  by  the  Board  to  fence  off 
and  isolate  an  acre  of  land  round  the  spring.  The  mains  were  also  chlorinated  and  subsequent  repeat  samples 
have  proved  “  satisfactory.” 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  work  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  long  awaited  scheme  for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the 
provision  of  sewage  disposal  works  at  Edgmond.  The  contractors  engaged  on  the  scheme  made  rapid 
progress  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  the  work  had  been  carried  out.  The  Council 
were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  conscientious  Clerk  of  Works  who  has  maintained  firm  control 
on  the  work  being  undertaken  by  the  Contractors.  The  coming  year  should  see  the  completion  of  this 
scheme  and  commencement  on  the  work  of  providing  modern  sanitation  to  the  many  houses  which  have  been 
denied  this  facility  for  so  long. 
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Although  the  Ministry  approved  in  principle  extensions  to  the  Hadley  sewage  disposal  works  during 
1953,  the  Consulting  Engineer  has  not  yet  been  able  to  invite  tenders  for  this  work.  This  is  disappointing 
and  is  to  be  regretted  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out. 

At  the  Donnington  sewage  disposal  works  the  doubts  concerning  the  condition  of  the  gasholder  were 
confirmed  by  a  detailed  inspection  made  by  the  manufacturers  and  subsequent  tenders  received  indicate  that 
the  repair  works  will  cost  approximately  £1,800,  in  consequence  the  gasholder  has  more  or  less  been  out  of 
action  for  the  whole  of  the  year  and  at  times  it  has  been  necessary  to  remove  many  thousands  of  gallons  of 
liquid  sludge  by  means  of  the  cesspool  emptier.  In  this  work  alone,  this  vehicle  has  proved  invaluable, 
although  some  of  its  routine  work  has  at  times  had  to  suffer. 

Schemes  for  Lilleshall,  Mannerley  Lane,  The  Rock,  Beveley  and  Roden  still  remain  in  abeyance,  and  with 
the  laying  of  water  mains  in  other  villages  it  can  be  anticipated  that  the  provision  of  sewage  schemes  for  those 
villages  is  a  matter  which  will  automatically  be  raised  by  the  Parish  representatives  in  the  near  future.  I  can 
see  no  reason  why  any  of  the  schemes  which  have  already  received  the  consideration  of  the  Council  should 
not  be  prepared  in  detail  for  ultimate  submission  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  At  the  present  rate  the  delay 
between  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  and  its  commencement  will  mean  that  some  of  the  villages  can  hold  no 
hope  of  obtaining  decent  facilities  for  very  many  years. 

The  maintenance  of  the  small  scattered  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district  is  being  continued  as 
frequently  and  efficiently  as  possible  with  the  labour  available.  In  this  connection  the  Council  have  agreed 
to  purchase  a  light  van  which  can  ultimately  be  used  to  assist  in  this  work  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  its  use 
will  be  very  beneficial.  The  de-sludging  of  septic  tanks  at  these  small  works  in  some  cases  is  almost  impossible 
in  the  winter  time  owing  to  their  inaccessibility  and  emptying  during  such  time  is  generally  out  of  the  question. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  has  continued  during  the  year  almost  without  interruption  and  has  again  proved  its  value. 
1  am  sure  that  few  people  realise  fully  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  this  cesspool  emptier  and  T  am 
equally  sure  that,  owing  to  the  unpleasant  nature  of  the  work,  fewer  people  take  a  personal  interest  in  the  work. 

HOUSING 

Representations  of  unfit  houses  during  the  year  resulted  in  demolition  orders  being  made  on  eight  houses, 
closing  orders  on  three  houses  and  a  total  of  eleven  houses  were  demolished.  In  an  endeavour  to  avoid  the 
necessity  of  formal  action  in  connection  with  a  Clearance  Area  at  Ketley,  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  the 
properties  involved  through  negotiations  with  the  owners.  In  the  case  of  seven  of  the  houses  the  negotiations 
were  successful,  but  in  the  case  of  eight  other  properties  the  Council  decided  to  make  a  compulsory  purchase 
order  and  apply  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation.  This  action  was  deemed  necessary  by  the  Council  to  permit 
the  re-development  of  the  land  in  conjunction  with  land  adjoining  which  is  already  in  the  Council’s  ownership. 

The  repair  of  houses  has  continued  mostly  as  a  result  of  informal  action,  and  it  is  found  that  resort  to 
formal  action  is  very  infrequent.  It  is  common  knowledge,  however,  that  there  are  many  houses  requiring 
repairs,  but  the  anticipated  action  by  the  owners  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act  has  not  materialised, 
and  this,  I  would  say,  is  mainly  due  to  the  considerable  cost  which  would  have  to  be  incurred  by  owners  in 
making  houses  fit  before  the  permitted  increase  in  rent  can  be  obtained,  and  realising  the  ease  with  which 
tenants  can  obtain  certificates  of  disrepair  under  the  Act.  It  might  be  said  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned, 
that  the  Act  might  just  as  well  have  not  been  born. 

The  erection  of  Council  houses  during  the  year  has  in  the  main  been  confined  to  sites  at  Hadley  and 
Ketley,  although  small  sites  have  been  in  course  of  development  at  Ellerdine,  Crudgington,  High  Ercall  and 
Preston.  Before  proceeding  with  any  further  acquisition  of  land  at  Donnington,  the  Council  decided  to  develop 
the  comparatively  smaller  areas  of  land  on  the  Donnington  Estate,  which  are  still  in  their  ownership. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Interest  in  obtaining  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  has  stepped  up  very  considerably 
during  the  year.  Applications  were  made  in  respect  of  44  houses  and  Improvement  Grants  were  agreed  for 
43  houses  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1 1,270  1  Is.  3d.  in  grants.  By  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  been  completed 
in  respect  of  eight  applications  and  work  was  proceeding  on  many  more.  Applications  pending  and  enquiries 
made,  indicate  the  increasing  interest  which  is  being  taken  in  this  matter.  Farmers  in  particular  are  showing 
a  keen  interest  and  it  is  probably  realised  by  them  that  any  advantage  they  take  of  grants  under  the  Act  will 
be  an  insurance  in  retaining  settled  labour  on  the  farms  in  future.  It  is  also  economically  sound  for  a  local 
authority  to  encourage  by  money  grants  the  improvement  of  properties  which  may  otherwise  within  a  few 
years  be  declared  unfit  and  demolished  with  consequent  replacement  by  new  houses. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  , 

The  total  number  of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  stations  and  use  of  moveable  dwellings  was  28. 

One  case  arose  during  the  year  where  application  was  made  for  a  licence  to  station  vans  on  a  site  at 
Ketley  and  although  permission  was  given  by  the  County  Planning  Authority  a  licence  was  refused  by  the 
Council  owing  to  lack  of  drainage  and  sanitary  facilities.  The  applicants  appealed  against  the  decision  of 
the  Council  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  appeal  was  waiting  to  be  heard. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  decision  of  the  Government  to  end  the  rationing  of  meat  and  permit  the  use  of  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  again  brought  about  the  end  of  the  joint  arrangement  for  inspection  of  meat  at  the  controlled 
slaughterhouse  at  Newport.  The  Council  considered  reports  on  various  slaughterhouses  in  their  area  and 
agreed  to  the  licensing  of  seven,  subsequent  to  the  carrying  out  of  agreed  works  of  repair  and  alterations  to 
those  premises. 

From  the  1st  July  slaughtering  has  continued  in  these  slaughterhouses  and  every  co-operation  has  been 
secured  from  the  butchers  to  facilitate  inspection  of  meat  and  although  inspections  in  some  cases  have  had 
to  be  carried  out  outside  normal  working  hours  a  100%  inspection  has  been  maintained.  Details  of  this  are 
given  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

Although  many  butchers  had  been  looking  forward  to  buying  and  slaughtering  their  own  animals  again 
after  such  a  long  period  of  control,  it  was  not  an  easy  matter  to  find  the  necessary  labour  to  carry  out  the 
slaughtering.  In  some  cases  the  butchers  themselves  no  longer  relished  or  felt  capable  of  doing  the  job  which 
most  of  them  last  did  14  years  before.  On  the  other  hand  some  were  still  prepared  to  buy  meat  off  the  hook 
in  preference  to  undertaking  slaughtering  again.

ICE  CREAM 

The  number  of  premises  now  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  is  48.  15  samples 

were  taken  during  the  course  of  the  year.  13  were  placed  in  Grade  I  and  two  in  Grade  II.  These  results 
are  consistent  with  those  of  last  year  and  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

FOOD  BYE-LAWS 

A  number  of  cases  have  arisen  during  the  year  where  the  attention  of  proprietors  of  food  handling 
premises  has  been  called  to  unhygienic  conditions  under  which  food  was  stored  or  prepared.  The  co¬ 
operation  of  the  proprietors  was  secured  in  each  case  and  one  case  worthy  of  mention  was  that  of  a  Mobile 
Fish  and  Chip  establishment  where  a  number  of  improvements  was  made. 
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FOOD  POISONING 

Investigations  were  made  into  two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  In  one  case  the  outbreak 
was  confined  to  one  household  where  five  members  out  of  a  total  of  eight  were  affected.  The  food  suspected 
was  tinned  tongue  and  this  was  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  The  Laboratory 
report  indicated  that  staphylococcus  aureus  was  isolated.  Three  other  tins  of  tongue  from  the  same  con¬ 
signment  were,  with  the  assistance  of  the  retailer,  recovered  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
with  negative  results.  No  complaints  were  received  of  some  56  tins  from  the  same  consignment  which  had 
previously  been  sold. 

The  second  case  investigated  involved  an  outbreak  of  sickness  and  diarrhoea  amongst  children  at  one 
of  the  schools  in  the  district.  Approximately  25  children  and  staff  were  affected  and  although  detailed 
investigation  was  made  and  samples  taken  the  cause  was  not  determined. 


MORTUARY 

During  the  year  a  total  of  54  bodies  were  received  into  the  mortuary,  of  these  18  were  cases  brought  in 
by  local  undertakers  who  are  finding  the  facilities  of  great  benefit  where  the  house  accommodation  is  very 
restricted  and  unsuitable  for  the  retention  of  a  body  awaiting  burial. 

As  a  result  of  representations  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a  cold  room  was  fixed  in  the  mortuary 
for  the  accommodation  of  three  bodies  and  this  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  those  concerned  with  the 
carrying  out  of  post  mortem  examinations  and  by  undertakers,  particularly  during  the  warmer  weather. 


General  Statistics 


The  variations  in  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  from  those  of  the  preceding  year  are  tabulated 
and  it  would  seem  that,  generally,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  population  in  the  wider  area.  Such  positive 
gains  as  are  have  been  limited  and  the  grand  total  for  the  North  Eastern  Area  shows,  for  the  time,  a  lessening 
of  persons  living  there. 

Tabulated  are  the  returns  of  children  born  and  those  dying  under  one  year  of  age  together  with  the 
general  death  rate  for  the  individual  districts  and  these  can  be  compared  with  the  returns  for  England  and 
Wales.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  ALLIED  DISEASES 

The  types  of  notifiable  diseases  brought  to  notice  follow  closely  on  the  lines  of  recent  years. 

Scarlet  Fever  Cases  have  been  widely  scattered,  have  totalled  fewer  than  in  the  preceding  year  and, 
generally,  have  been  mild  in  character.  It  would  seem  that  many  cases  of  streptococcic  infection  manifesting 
the  same  symptoms  as  scarlet  fever  in  a  mild  degree  have  been  passed  un-noticed. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  confined  largely  to  the  rural  areas  where  there  have  been  outbreaks  of 
considerable  magnitude.  The  same  can  be  said  of  Measles  though  in  lesser  degree. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Infantile  Paralysis,  has  been  very  little  in  evidence  —  but  with  one  fatality. 

Food  Poisoning  accounted  for  four  sizeable  outbreaks  —  in  Oakengates,  in  Shifnal  and  two  in  Wellington 
Rural  Area.  The  numbers  involved  in  these  outbreaks  are  as  tabulated  and  in  the  case  of  Shifnal  were 
confined  to  the  Service  Establishment  there.  There  were  no  deaths  although,  particularly  in  the  Oakengates 
outbreak,  the  symptoms  were  very  acute.  In  all  the  outbreaks  with  the  exception  of  one  in  the  Wellington 
Rural  area  associated  with  a  school,  the  causative  agent  was  the  Staphylococcus  Aureus  —  that  from  ihe 
Wellington  school  was  not  isolated.  In  the  case  of  Oakengates  the  food  responsible  was  brawn,  in  Shifnal 
a  spread,  made  locally,  containing  butter,  margarine  and  milk  ;  in  Wellington  the  agent  was  tinned  tongue  ; 
in  the  unconfirmed  case  canteen  feeding  was  thought  to  be  the  cause. 

In  the  Shifnal  Area,  again  in  the  environs  of  the  Service  Station,  an  acute  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
has  been  experienced.  This  type  of  epidemic  should  be  able  to  be  controlled  earlier  by  immediate  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  causative  agent  and  the  rigid  practice  of  personal  hygiene.
